We have ail seeti the ceremony at 
the laying of the corner-stone of 
church, asylum or Masonic temple. 
Into the hollow of the atone were 
placed scrolls of history ami important 
document*. to he suggestive if, 100 or 
S00 years after the building should he 
destroyed by Arc or torn down. We 
remember the silver trowel or iron 
hammer that smote the M|uarc 
piece of granite into sanc¬ 
tity.

■an who presided wielding the trowel 
or hammer. We remember also the 
aiusir as the choir stood on the scat¬ 
tered stones and timlicr of the build¬ 
ing about to be constructed. The 
leaves of the note books fluttered in 
the wind, and were turned over with it 
great rustling, and we remember how 
the bass, baritone, tenor, contralto 
tad soprano voice* commingled. 'I hey 
bad formally days been rehearsing the 
special programme, that it might be 
worthy of the corner atone laying. 

In my text the poet of l’/. calls us to 
sgrander ceremony—the laving of the 
foundation of this great temple of a 
world 'I lie cornerstone was a block 
of light and the trowel was of celestial 
crystal. All about and on the cm bank- 
mint*. of clouds stood the angelic chor¬ 
isters. unrolling their librettos of over¬ 
ture. and other worlds c!up|icil sliming 
cymbals while the ceremony went on. 
and llod the architect, by stroke of 
light after stroke of light, dedicated 
the great cathedral of a world, with 
mountains for pillars, and ski for fres¬ 
coed celling, anil flowering fields for a 
finer, and suurise and midnight aurora 
for upholstery. "Who laid the corner- 
•tone thereof, when the morning slurs 
•sag together?” 

The fact is that the whole universe 
was a complete cadence, an unbroken 
dithyramb, a munieai portfolio The 
great sheet of immensity bad lieen 
tpread out, and written on it were the 
stars, the smaller of them minima, tin* 
larger of them sustained notes.

Hut one day a harp string snapped 
in the great orchestra. «Mie day n 
voice sounded out of time One day ii 
discord, harsh und terrific grated up¬ 
on the glorious antiphon It was sin 
that made the dissonance, ami that 
tiarkh discord lias been sounding 
through the centuries All the work 
sf Christians and philanthropists ami 
reformers of all age* is to stop that 
discord and get all things back into 
the perfect harmony which was heard 
It the laying of the corner stone when 
Ihe morning star* sang together, lie- 
lore I get through, if 1 am Divinely 
helped, I will make it plain Dial sin is 
discord and riffhcousneM harmony. 
That in general, tiling* arc out of 
tune is as plain as to a musician's car 
l» the unhappy clash of clarinet and 
bassoon in no orchestral rendering 
'The world's health out of tune: weak 
lung* and the atmosphere in collision, 
disordered eye and noonday light in 
quarrel, rheumatic limb and damp 
weather in struggle, neuralgias and 
pneumonias ami consumptions ami epi¬ 
lepsies in flock* sweep upon neighbor¬ 
hoods und cities. Where you find one 
person with sound throat and keen 
eyesight, und alert ear and easy respi¬ 
ration, aud regular pulsation ami sup¬ 
ple limb, nmi prime digestion and 
sternly nerves, you find a hundred who 
have to be very careful because this or 
that or the other physical function is 
disordered. 

The human intellect out of tune: the 
Judgment w rongly served or the mem¬ 
ory leaky or the will weak or the tern 
P*r inflammable, the well-balanced 
mind exceptional. 

Domestic life out of tune: only here 
•ml there a conjugal outbreak of In¬ 
compatibility of tera|ier through di¬ 
vorce courts, or a filial outbreak about 
• father's will through the surrogdle’* 
court, or a case of wife-beating or hus¬ 
band-poisoning through the criminal 
courts, hut thousands of families with 
June outside and January within. 

Society out of tune Labor and cap¬ 
ital, their blinds on each other's throat.
